seen, the cessation of such shipments 
which must take place at once, from various 
canses, will lead to an export of gold and an 
advanes in the premium.

the eastern entrance of the Straits of Magellan 
on December 26.

From Punta Arenas we proceeded to Saint 
Nicholas Bay, forty-three miles, where we an- 
chored in a driving rain-storm, which would 
have been creditable to a heavy nor’-easter in 
New England in the month of January.

On 
her return the commander warned us strictly 
to show every resistance te the savages in 
case Of an atiack. From tbe entrance of Eng- 
lish Reaeh to the outlet of Croo . 
which includes Port Gallant within its bound- 
ary, appears to be the rendezvous of the In- 
dians for the purpose of barter or carrying 
| Out their evil designs. 


CANNIBALS AT WORK. 
Near Port Gallant, a few weeks before our 
| arrival, a bark was boarded by these canni- 
| bals, who refused to return to their canoes on 
being ordered by the Captain, but commenc- 
ed to utter their war-whoops and danee 
all about the ship, causing the atest con- 
| sternation; and there is ne doubt they would 
have dove considerably worse had not «4 
United States man-of-war providentially hove 
in sight, bound west, upon which 
the savages took to flight, as they alread 
know something about fire-arms end their ef- | 
fects. The steamer removed all further risk | 
to the bark by towing her out of the Straits. 
January 4,at3 4. m., when it was broad day 
here, at this season, we left Port Gallant, but 
were becalmed outside for nearly the whole 
day; the Indians still continued to hang about 
us, offering many enticements to be allowed 
to come on bo ng up their curiosi- 
ties, such as seal-skins, bows and arrows, &c., 
but our experience while in this God-forsaken 
region was a good teacher. 


LAwND-LOCKED—MORE NAKED CUBANS. 


January 5 and 6 find us elosely land-locked 
in a cave called Crofslide, On the south side | 
of Vae Straits, abont five miles east of Ca 
Quod, where we lay in peace; weather calm 
but changeable. At Pp. mM. of the 6th we 

| were aroused by thecry of “Indians,” but as 
they consisted of only one family in a boat,

shelter they are perfect, the flerces @ out- 
side leaving their surfaces unruffl ere 
we found a number of vessels’ bames 
on boards and nailed upon trees—that of the 
schooner Fanny Gilmore, of Gloucester, 
among the rest. We added ours to the num- 
ber, near the Gilmore’s.

Mysterious Suicide of a Journey- 
man Printer. 


FAREWELL LETTER OF A 
DYING MAN, 


SINGULAR 


John W. Montfort, a printer tn the establish- 
ment of John P. Morton & Co., and proprietor of 
the boarding-house No. 178 Green street, west, 
died about 6 o’clock yesterday evening, from the 
effects of morphine administered by his own 
bend. During the afternoon, he had gone into 
his room—a back parlor with windows opening 
upon a porch—and about 43s o’clock a servant 
girl entered the room to replenish the fire. He 
asked her why she had entered, and, on receiving 
the answer, ordered her to leave the room and 
not disturb him any more. Not long after this, 
he arose, and, going inte the dining-room, asked 
the servant girls fora pencil. One of the girls 
gave bimapencilland he then returned to his 


A little later in the afternoon, his wife, Mrs. 
Montfort, came in, having been out shopping, 
and finding the door of his room fastened, passed 
around to the porch, and Instructed a servant to 
enter 


suicide was made. Sev- 
eral physicians were hastily summoned, but the 
poison had well nigh done its work, and nothing 
conld bring the dyimg man back to conscious- 
Less. 


On the bureau were found the pencil he had 
borrowed from the servant giri, alongside the 
leaf of @ blank book, the leaf bearing some strag- 
giing writing in pencil and held down by a ria! 
containing & quantity of morphine. The writing 
was toward the :top of the leaf, and the words 
seemed rather the vagaries Of a madman than 
the thoughts of @ man in his sensss:

No one seemed competent to interpret this ex- 
traordinary Message. It was addressed to the 
wife of the suicide, and, if it meant anything at 
all, referred to some family secret that none 
cared to pry into. 

The deceased was some forty-five years of age, 
and was married about a year ago to Mrs. Ellen 
Cummins, a widow lady, who kept a boarding- 
house Oa Jefferson street. After the marriage, 
Mr. Montfort and his wife moved to No. 178 Weat 
Green street, where they opened the boarding- 
house which they have carried on up to this time. 
Mr. Montfort, as before stated, was a printer at 
Jobn P. Morton &Co.’s. He was a man of fine 
educational attainments, and had at one time 
studied for the Catholic ministry. On Sun- 
day evening he attended ohurch, and re- 
marked to a lady that he himself could 
preach a better sermon than any he had heard 
from eny preacher in the city. He was some- 
what given to drinking, and was recovering from 
the effects of a debauch when the idea of suicide 
seemns to have fret entered his head. Only a day 
or two before his death, he had signified his in- 
tention of joining a temperance organization and 
relinquishing the cup. One of the witnesses at 
the inquest stated that he had carried morphine 
for some time previous to his death. Mrs. Mont- 
fort, his wife, has, we believe, the reputation of 
being an industrious, self-reliant, deserving 
lady. 

We have heard no cause whatever assigned 
for the singular course of Mr. Montfort. He 
was, we are informed,a quiet, unobtrusive sort 
of man, and scarce ever mingled with the board- 
ers at his house.
